Has Novel Steam 


Heating Project 


John T. Watson is understood to bf. 


considering a project which, while 
not new in many large and. thicklj 
populated cities of the north will b« 
something of an innovation in thii 
section, if carried out. 
Mr. Watson 


is considering building on his brick- 
yard property a central heating1 plant 
which will furnish steam for a num- 
ber of houses which are to be devel- 
oped by a local real estate concert 
which recently purchased the entire 
length of Marshall street which is tc 
be developed on a large scale and 
converted into a residential street. As 
announced several davs apro this plan 
is to pave the street and lay gas and 
water mains to survey the property 
and then sell many of the forty avail- 
able lots building houses on some of 
them for sale. 


Mr. Watson's project to which he 


is gix'ing serious consideration would 
mean that he would generate steam 
on his, property and pipe it under- 
ground to the new street which is only 
a short distance from ~the brickyard 
and sell live steam to each house- 
holder thereliy eleminating the ne- 
cessity of individual boilerg in the 
homes. 
Heat so conveyed would be 


sold either at a fiat rate or according 
to the amount of radiation needed in 
the house. In other words heat would 
be sold much in the same way that 
the city sells gas and water or elec-

MEXICO CITY. Oct. 20.—Even the 
critics of President Obregon are ad- 
mitting today that he has accomplish- 
ed real results in the matter of army 
reconstruction, and that a parade of 
federal soldiers now is no longer a 
comic opera display, but a showing of 
genuine fighting men, at least in ap- 
pearance.
